A New Papershell Pecan 


The BARTON, recently released by the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture, is a cross 
between the Success and the Moore varieties. The original cross was made 
by Mr. L. D. Romberg on the farm of Mr. John Barton in Bastrop County, Texas. 


We are glad to add this excellent new pecan to our list of varieties, hoping 
that it will have a permanent place by combining the disease-resistance and pro- 
lificness of the Moore with the size and excellent kernel qualities of the Success, 
its two parents. 

This is the only variety in our list that was created by a man-made, controlled 
cross, one parent being the Moore and the other the Success variety. Most other 
varieties in our list were chance seedlings found growing wild; or seedlings from 
nuts somebody plented, usually to ‘see what kind of a nut would be produced.” 

Barton is excellent for shelling in the home. Its thin shell cracks easily, and 
kernel separates readily. The tree is proving to be a very heavy producer, and 
the nuts ripen rather early. The nut is attractive in both size and markings.

Developed by the Texas A. & M. College 


In 1913 the late Helge Ness of the Texas Agricultural Experiment 
Station, crossed the wild dewberry with a red raspberry. A selection from 
the second generation introduced as the NESSBERRY, but it had some 
objectionable features; so Ness crossed his hybrid back to the wild dew- 
berry; and later, Dr. Yarnell self-pollinated some of the Ness backcrosses, 
bringing out three outstanding selections suitable for both home and 
commercial production, named as follows: 


BLACKBERRY

Six Gallons of Blackberries 
from One Plant 


This unusual blackberry blooms here after May 
10th and escapes frosts. Berries start to ripening 
about June 20th and continue through July and 


August. The originator gave us the following 
information: 

“The first year’s growth is inclined to droop to 
the ground; second and third year they put out 
two to six tree-like canes that attain a height of 
four to six feet.” : 

“The fruits,are round, good size, yet enough 
acid for jams and jellies. Excellent keeper, has 
rubber-like skin but not tough, making it a 
wonderful shipper. Plants are very thorny, but 
berries grow on a long fruit stem in clusters of 
seven to thirty berries. Ninety percent of the fruit 
on our vines grows on limbs extending above 
the thorns. 

“The fruit is borne up off the ground and 
ninety-five percent is free from dirt, regardless 
of weather. From a two-year old plant we have 
gathered three gallons, or 24 pounds. Three-year 
plants have broken all records with a yield of 6 
gallons, or 48 pounds of fruit from one plant, 
or at the rate of more than 7!/, tons per acre, 
planted 12x12 feet, without any fertilizer.’

Many of the kinds listed aren’t new, except they are known to so few 
people in many sections. Since hollies are so sure to be in greater use 
in our territory, we are growing quite a number of brand new hollies as 
well as some of the more promising of the older sorts. So far, we have not 
had much success with the Japanese hollies. (I. Crenata. var.) and are not 
listing them at this time. They have black berries instead of red. 


DAHOON HOLLY (Ilex Cassine). A wond- 
erful sight in the late fall and winter 
with its abundance of red berries. Native 
Louisiana and east. 


AMERICAN HOLLY (I. opaca). An ever- 
green tree much admired in the woods 
of the southeastern part of the U.S. and 
westward into Texas and Missouri.

(We have not seen 
it fruit.) A plant is said to have reached 
a height of 18 inches and a spread of 
40 inches in 12 years.

CAUTION: As can be seen, the import- 
ant factor is to be sure NOT to choose a 
variety whose chilling requirement is so 
high that it is sure to fail most of the time. 
There are other factors, such as winter 
hardiness, susceptibility to bacterial spot, 
etc., that must be taken into consideration, 
evén if the chilling requirements are met. 
Fruit buds of the following seems to have 
shown considerable winter hardiness: Dix- 
ired Golden Jubilee, Triogem, Vedette, Fair 
Beauty, Mamie Ross, Halehaven, Veteran, 
Short, Redskin, and perhaps others. 


How to Select Peach 
Varieties 


Scientific workers have found that peach 
trees must “sleep” for at least so many 
hours during the winter at temperatures 
of 45 Deg. F., or below, or they will not 
blossom or foliate normally. 

This number of hours for each variety 
is designated as its ‘chilling requirement.” 
For example, the Elberta peach, in order 
to blossom normally requires a rest period 
during the preceding winter, prior to Feb. 
15, of 850 hours of 45 Deg. F., or lower. 
These chilling requirements are indicated 
as: Elberta (850) 

For example, the map indicates that in 
the Waco area (W or 2 on the map), only 
four out of five years (80%), would have 
sufficient winter cold for 800-hour varieties 
to fruit. Therefore: varieties like Redcap 
(750), Redskin (750), Highland (750), Cor- 
onet (800), and Burbank July Elberta (750), 
would give more crops than Elberta (850), 
Dixired (950), Ranger (900), etc. 

For Area “I W. Cross Timbers, you 
may select varieties with chilling require- 
ments up to Dixired (950). Others such as 
Cardinal (900), Coronet (800), Ranger 
(900), Halehaven (850), and even some of 
the 750-hr. varieties are good. 

For Area "3" (NE. Texas), most varieties 
with 750-hr. to 900-hr. chilling requirements 
seem to be doing fine. It is interesting to 
note that Fair Beauty (1050), has not been 
very successful in this area, but is a lead- 
ing commercial variety farther north in 
Arkansas. 

For Area “4” (N. Central Texas), about 
all 750-900-hr. varieties are used. As we 
approach Red River, Cardinal (900), Dixi- 
red (950), Ranger (900), and Rio Oso Gem 
(950), are excellent.

PARAFFINED or WAXED ROSES 


Our experience with waxed rose bushes 
has been that when the hot Texas sun 
hits and melts the wax during the sum- 
mer, it causes the injury or death of 
thousands of rose bushes. Waxing is fine 
to keep the bushes from drying out dur- 
ing the winter, both at the nursery and 
after planting, but what is to be gained 
by this, if the melting wax kills them 
later? 

We may decide to wax the outer por- 
tions and tips of the canes—but if we do, 
it will be only that portion of the canes 
that should be pruned away just as 
growth starts in the spring. If you should 
get any bushes from us with the ends of 
the canes waxed, be sure to cut off this 


waxed portion long before hot weather— 
do it shortly after growth starts in the 
spring. We hope to have a new plan 
whereby we may avoid even this slight 
use of wax. 


PRUNING FOR PLANTING 


Dr. A. F. DeWerth, Prof. of Floriculture, 
Texas A.&M. College recommends prun- 
ing newly planted hybrid tea (nearly all 
of our bush roses are H. T. (to about 6 to 
12 inches (4 buds should be left on each 
of 4 or 5 stems). 

We usually cut canes to anywhere 
from 12 to 18 inches before shipping; so 
you'll need to prune them more, perhaps, 
at the proper time.
